Questions ot banking monopoly 


Dear Editor: 

If a country is able to issue a 
oncdollarbondbascdon the wealth 
of the nation, then surely it ought 
to be able to issue a one dollar bill! 

I have no doubt that most Cana¬ 
dians realize the "national debt" is 
uppermost on our minds, and with 
very good reason are concerned 
Why is a land so abundant with 
natural resource, coupled with the 
skills and knowledge of its' citi¬ 
zens. so plagued with debt, food 
banks unheard of ten years ago. 
unemployment and welfare lines 
which threaten to bankrupt the 
provinces coffers, an educational 
system that is being threatened by 
government cutbacks, and health¬ 
care on the brink of collapse 9 

It has been long known that 
anything physically possible 
should, and can be. economically 
possible However, through gov¬ 
ernment legislation and the past 
eighty years, the reality of these 
things has become less and less as 
time progresses. If one were to 
recall the basic laws of physics 
which states: "for every action 
there is an equal and opposite re¬ 
action". and apply the same to 
economics, it is easily seen that 
there has been something done to 
interrupt the natural flow of events

(Section 91. subsections 14. 15. 

19 and 20). gives the gov¬ 
ernment the sole right and sover¬ 
eign responsibility for the crea¬ 
tion of debt free credit based on 
the wealth of the nation If it is 
within the power of parliament to 
create debt-free credit, what hap¬ 
pened to alter that sovereign right? 

Fact: The Bank Acts of 1890. 
1900and 1913. havedeflnite bear¬ 
ing and cause to our present finan¬ 
cial dilemma; a situation that puts 
Canada on the verge of an eco¬ 
nomic abyss never before seen in 
our history. The "crash of'29" will 
be infantile when compared to 
w hat will happen in the very near 
future if something is not done, 
and done soon These Bank Acts 
will be broken down and be made 
as concise as possible in the fol¬ 
lowing: 

1) 1890... Section 80 provides 
for "no penalty or forfeiture" to be 
imposed on banks for the practice 
of usury.

the Bylaws ofThe Canadian Bank¬

when they come up,” Stabbler 
said “Some of our contracts, 
like the UNA, don't come up 
until March of next year ” 

“On a provincial level, our 
union is involved in tripartite 
talks,” Taylor said ‘ ‘ Right now, 
we aren't sure what how to feel 
about these cuts If there was 
some job security involved, then 
I think more people would be in 
favor.” 

The job of cutting employee 
compensation may not be as dif¬ 
ficult in the education sectors 
according to Olds College 
spokesperson Sharon Carry. 

Carry', who is Dean of Stu¬ 
dent Services, said a collective 
agreement is currently being 
negotiated with college staff 


‘ ‘There is a great deal of good 
will there,” she said. “We are 
just thankful the Premier gave 
us the opportunity to deal with 
our own problems So now we 
can discuss with our staff where 
we want to cut and how we want 
to cut We arc quite optimistic 
about the whole situation It 
gives us a chance to rethink how 
we do business.” 

Teachers, on the other hand, 
arc not as optimistic about the 
cutback Bob Worsfold, Presi¬ 
dent of local Alberta Teachers 
Association #22, said his union 
feels the wage rollback is an 
unfair tax on a segment of the 
population. 

“We think a lot more clarifi¬ 
cation has to come from the 
government on this.”

SPAGHETTI WITH ZUCCHINI 

PASTA ALLE ZUCCHINI 


This isa southern Italian specialty. 
This version comes from a chef in 
Positano, a beautiful resort town on 
the Amalfi coast. 

4 medium-size zucchini (about 2 
pounds), sliced or thinly as possible 
(use slicing disk of food processor or 
mandoline for best results) 

Salt 

1/3 cup pure olive oil 

I large clove garlic, finely minced 
or pressed 

Freshly ground black pepper to 
taste 

1 pound uncooked dry imported 
spaghetti no 12 

1/4 cup chopped fresh parsley 
. Freshly grated Parmesan cheese 

1. Bring a large pot of water to a 
boil over high heat 

2 Put the zucchini slices in a 
colander and sprinkle liberally with 
salt. Shake the colander a few times 
to distribute the salt and allow to 
stand at least 30 minutes, or until 


most of the liquid drains from the 
zucchini. Place the oil ina large skillet 
over medium-high heat. Add the gar¬ 
lic and cook for about I minute, until 
it begins to sizzle but does not brown. 
Add the zucchini all at once and stir 
with a wooden spoon to combine. 
Reduce the heat to medium-low and 
cook for 5 to 10 minutes, while stir¬ 
ring, until the zucchini is tender Sea¬ 
son with several turns of the pepper 
mill and add more salt, if necessary. 
Turn off the heat and set aside. 

3. When the water boils, add a 
tablespoon of salt and the spaghetti 
and cook, stirring occasionally, for 7 
to 10 minutes, until the spaghetti is 
tender but firm, al dente. Drain and 
transfer to a preheated serving bowl. 
Add the zucchini to the spaghetti and, 
using a large fork and spoon, toss 
well. Add the parsley and serve with 
Parmesan cheese

“ I sta rted w orki ng on clubs after 
buying a full set of clubs in 1983,” 
Clancy explained, adding that ad¬ 
justment to the clubs involved pay¬ 
ing a ’pro’ to change his clubs to fit 
his stance and swing 

“I figured this could be done in 
one operation,” he said 

After hearing about a course 
being offered in Texas covering 
club making, he geared his holi¬ 
days around it and enroled He 
returned with a diploma in club 
making and joined a club makers 
association to keep abreast of new 
techniques and developments 
His work experience in oilfield 
maintenance came in handy when 
he began designing and creating 
apparatus and tools to aid him in 
club repair and construction. He 
maintains expert workmanship can¬ 
not be rushed, explaining that the 
epoxy used requires time to set. 

Those w ho show interest in golf 
making will find Clancy most ap¬ 
proachable in explaining the tech¬ 
niques he uses 

“People come to me and I teach 
them,” he said “I taught two fel-

The 
best advice I can give is to dev elop 
a good steady swing and then go to 
a club maker.” 

Bill and Elaine Clancy spend 
much of the winter south of the 
border in a more temperate cli¬ 
mate. Although they look forward 
to the annual sojourn where they 
gear down to a slower pace, you 
can be sure both of them spend 
much of their time on the golf 
course perfecting theirown swings.
